OBAMA ACCEPTS MCCHRYSTAL’S RESIGNATION, INSTALLS PETRAEUS

The new

Obama picked Gen. David Petraeus 
(above), the head of U.S. Central 
Command, as the new commander 
of U.S. forces in Afghanistan. Here are 
five facts about Petraeus. 

□ Petraeus, 57, is credited with 
pulling Iraq back from the brink 
of all-out sectarian warfare and is 
widely hailed as a war hero. As head 
of U.S. Central Command since 2008, 
Petraeus had been McChrystal’s 
boss, overseeing a huge region that 
includes Afghanistan, Iraq, Pakistan 
and Yemen. 


President Obama ousted his top commander in Afghanistan on Wednesday after offi- 
cials determined that comments he and his staff made in a Rolling Stone article amount- 
ed to insubordination. 

Obama said he accepted Gen. Stanley McChrystal’s resignation and, in an equally 
stunning move, said he had appointed Army Gen. David H. Petraeus, who once led U.S. 
forces in Iraq, as his successor. 

“War is bigger than any one man or woman, whether a private, a general or a presi- 
dent,” Obama said. ‘As difficult as it is to lose Gen. McChrystal, I believe it is the right 
decision for our national security” 

Officials concluded that keeping McChrystal in his job was not a viable option after 
the general and his staff were quoted making comments that disparaged U.S. civilian 
leaders who oversee the war effort. 


The T ruman connection 

The clash between Obama and 
McChrystal becomes the most 
high profile firing since President 
Harry Truman fired Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur, who was leading interna- 
tional forces in the Korean War. 

Can a magazine article 
have that much power? 

Yep. In 2008, Adm. William J. Fallon 
was forced to resign as head of Central 
Command for comments he made in 
an Esquire article that were interpreted 
as disrespecting the Bush administra- 
tion’s policies in the Middle East.

A Republican favorite, Petraeus 
often has been mentioned as a 
possible future presidential candi- 
date but says he has no interest in 
the job. Although once a registered 
Republican, Petraeus stresses his 
independence and has not voted for 
years. 

Known as a “warrior-scholar,” 
Petraeus earned a doctoral 
degree from Princeton University 
and did his dissertation on the war in 
Vietnam. He oversaw development of 
the counter-insurgency field manual 
guiding the U.S. armed forces in Iraq 
and Afghanistan, which serves as the 
backbone of Afghan war strategy. 

Petraeus has survived his share 
of physical challenges. He was 
successfully treated for prostate can- 
cer last year. His pelvis was broken in 
a parachuting accident and he was 
shot in the chest in a training exercise. 

Fiercely competitive and ex- 
tremely fit, the general was 
once known to challenge younger 
soldiers to pushup contests. Still, 
his stamina showed limitations this 
month when he briefly fainted during 
congressional testimony. He blamed 
dehydration.

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Chicagoans taking 
cross-training to the 
extreme to compete 
in area triathions

While many men are putting on their suits for 
work, Ed Motto is donning a wet suit and blue 
bathing cap to swim two laps in Lake Michi- 
gan. Motto of Lincoln Park is training for the 
Lord Ironman World Championship in Ha- 
waii in October. 

After his two-mile swim at 6 a.m., Motto 
often rides several miles on one of his road 
bikes or runs between 5 and 12 miles along the 
lakefront path at apace of less than 8 minutes 
per mile. 

Lor a certain group of athletes, it’s not 
enough to occasionally swim laps in the pool, 
take a spin class or two or even run a mara- 
thon. These elite athletes, who typically com- 
pete for fun, not money combine those three 
skill sets— to the extreme. 

The Ironman competition, held a few times 
each year in different spots across the world, 
requires male and female participants to swim 
2.4 miles, bike 112 miles and then run a mara- 
thon. In one day Compare that to a sprint tri- 
athlon— typically a half-mile swim, a 12-mile 
bike ride and 3-mile run— which usually takes 
about an i hour and 40 minutes to complete. 

Ironmen typically finish the race in 12 to 
15 hours. Despite the grueling pace and six to 
nine months of training, this endurance event 
is growing in popularity The Lord Ironman 
Wisconsin, the closest full Ironman event to 
Chicago, saw 2,398 participants in September 
2009, up from 2,188 in 2004. About 5 percent 
of the 2009 participants were from Chicago, 
according to results posted on ironmanusa. 
com. 

Chicago Ironmen who talked to RedEye 
said they got into the race for a challenge be- 
yond the marathon or Chicago’s smaller sum- 
mer triathions such as the South Shore Tri 
to be held July 31 in Jackson Park. They rear- 
range their lives to accommodate the intense

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training and spend a lot of time analyzing the 
way they eat and feel. 

“I wanted to see if I could do it,” said 
Motto, 54, who completed his first Ironman 
in 2008 in British Columbia with a time of 
14 hours, 28 minutes and 37 seconds. “Cross- 
ing the finish line for the first time is unbe- 
lievable. ... You’re like, I can’t believe I’ve been 
doing this for 12 hours.” 

A longtime runner. Motto has completed 
two full Ironmans, including the 2009 Wis- 
consin race. He won a lottery for a highly cov- 
eted spot in the Ironman World Champion- 
ship in October in Hawaii, which hosted the 
first Ironman competition in 1978. Triathletes 
typically qualify for one of the event’s 1,800 
spots with their times in previous Ironmans, 


but Motto was one of the lucky few who 
snagged a lottery ticket to ride. 

But he’s not leaving his performance up to 
luck. Motto said he’s been training for the race 
since January He said he spent Lebruary in the 
US. Virgin Islands, where he regularly vaca- 
tions, swimming because it’s a lot warmer than 
the cool waters of Lake Michigan in winter. 

Motto estimates he spends 15 to 20 hours 
each week training. 

Erin Kersten, 29, feels Motto’s pain. The 
Old Town resident has completed four Iron- 
man events including the Hawaii champion- 
ship in 2009 with a time of ii hours, 51 min- 
utes and 2 seconds. Kersten said she’s taking 
this year off 

“It’s a 9 -month commitment,” said Ker- 


sten, whose first Ironman was in Llorida in 
2006. “You spend 12-20 hours a week of train- 
ing. It’s a lot of hours in the bike saddle.” 

But luckily for Kersten, it’s not a lot of 
hours in the doctor’s office. Kersten said 
she’s never gotten injured during an Ironman 
or Ironman training— not even a blackened 
toenail. Kersten’s not alone. Motto and other 
Ironmen said they haven’t been injured either 
because by the time athletes reach the Iron- 
man level, they know the best shoes, running 
clothes and food to prevent chafing, blisters 
and cramps. 

Kersten said she got into triathions because 
she loves to bike. She said her first triathlon 
was the Chicago Triathlon in 2004, and one 
of her friends put her up to the Ironman chal- 
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Check ’em out 

If you don’t want to wait for the 
South Shore Tri on July 31 or the 
Chicago Triathlon on Aug. 27, 
there are other area triathlons to

lenge. She said she enjoys the race aspect 
but “the process of training and meeting 
people and improving is most of the fun.” 

But the Ironman isn’t for everyone. Sha- 
rone Aharon, owner of Well-Fit Triathlon 
and Training in West Town, said Ironmen- 
in-training should be focused, goal-orient- 
ed, dedicated to training consistently and 
patient. 

“It takes a lot of train for an Ironman 
and do it properly” said Aharon, who runs 
a seven-month Ironman training program. 
“You train to train.” 

Rich Finn of Palatine isn’t training for 
Ironman— he’s training to train for the 
Ironman. Finn, 30, completed Ironman 
competitions in 2007 in Idaho and 2006 


in Florida. He said he took some time off 
Ironman to pursue his master’s in business 
administration at Northwestern but plans 
to return to the competition next year. 

In the meantime, he said he’s set to com- 
pete in the Chicago Triathlon in August 
and the Chicago Marathon in October. 

“There’s really no off season when you’re 
training for an Ironman,” said Finn, who 
said he logs between 13 to 20 hours a week 
in the few months leading up to the event. 
“I think marathons people can do ... but 
for an Ironman, I think it’s just something 
that certain people want to do.” 

Finn said he got into the Ironman 
through a friend who competed in the 
Ironman in Florida. His ultimate goal, like 


Motto, is to get to the championship in 
Hawaii. Until then, he’s running, riding his 
road bike and swimming laps in a pool near 
his home a few times a week to maintain 
his endurance. 

Finn said sometimes his intense training 
schedule makes him miss out on hanging 
out at the bar late at night or other social 
events, but crossing the Ironman finish 
line makes up for that. 

“There’s definitely sacrifices that you 
make,” Finn said. “I think it shows a lot 
about my character. I can prove to my- 
self that I can do things in other areas of 
life too. I can keep going and persevere 
through the harder parts.”

Different strokes 
for different folks 

So you’ve decided to try a triathlon but 
you’re not sure which distance to tackle. 
There are four main types of triathlons: 
sprint, Olympic, Half Ironman and Ironman. 
Here’s the breakdown, tracyswartz 

SPRINT TRIATHALON 

Distance: typically a 750-meter (0.46 mile) 
swim, 20K (12.4 miles) bike ride and 
5K(3.1 miles) run. 

Training: Before one begins its 13-week 
sprint triathlon training program, 
beginnertriathlete.com recommends 
being able to consistently swim for 20 min- 
utes, bike for 30 minutes and run for 
20 minutes. Participants spend most weeks 
biking, running and swimming twice a 
week. In week 10, the peak of the program, 
athletes swim for an hour and five minutes, 
bike for an hour and 45 minutes and run for 
an hour and 15 minutes. 

OLYMPIC TRIATHALON 

Distance: generally a 1500-meter 
(0.93 mile) swim, 40K (24.8 miles) bike 
and 10K (6.2 miles) run. 

Training: Before starting its 10-week Olym- 
pic triathlon training program for beginners, 
trinewbies.com says participants should 
be able to run 3 miles three times per week 
and bike a minimum of 8-10 miles (about 
60 minutes) regardless of speed. Program 
participants typically bike and run three 
times per week and swim twice a week. In 
week 10, the program peak, they run 
16 miles, bike 65 miles and swim 3,750 yards 
(2.1 miles). 

HALF IRONMAN 

Distance: 1.9K (1.2 mile) swim, 90.1 K 
(56 miles) bike and half-marathon 
(13.1 miles) run. 

Training: Before beginning its 20-week Half 
Ironman training program, trifuel.com says 
triathletes should have several Olympic tri- 
athlons under their belts. Participants spend 
about 12-15 hours a week swimming, biking 
and running. In week 17, the peak of the pro- 
gram, triathletes swim for two hours and 
40 minutes, run for three hours and 
40 minutes and bike for seven hours. 

IRONMAN 

Distance: 3.8K (2.4 miles) swim, 180.2K 
(112 miles) bike and marathon (26.2 miles) run. 
Training: Sharone Aharon, owner of Well- 
Fit Triathlon and Training in West Town, 
said in the first week of training, triathletes 
tend to swim about an hour and a half, bike 
for three hours, run for two hours and lift 
weights for two hours. In their peak week, 
typically about a month before the race, 
participants swim for five to six hours, 
bike for 10-14 hours and run for six to 
seven hours. Aharon runs a seven-month 
Ironman training program that costs $800 
for members of his club and $1,000 for 
non-members. 
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Daley: Walmart, 
job opps linked

Mayor Daley on Wednesday continued to press for an agree- 
ment to allow a South Side Walmart, saying workers at the 
Pullman neighborhood store could expect to make up to 
$9.50 an hour after a year. 

^ 5 C^ 1 -Mart has promised to pay all workers at least $8.75 an 
hour in Chicago, fifty cents more than minimum wage but 
less than the $9.25 unions want. 

But Daley said employees who acquit themselves well soon 
would be earning more. 

“Wthin a year, if you have good attendance and work hab- 
its, they can get you up to $9.50, but that’s up to you,” Daley 
said at an unrelated City Hall news conference. 

Wal-Mart spokesman Steven Restivo on Wednesday de- 
clined to discuss wage specifics, in keeping with corporate 
policy But he said only a small percentage of Walmart em- 
ployees make the lowest pay the store offers. Most workers 
quickly earn raises, he said. 

Daley expressed his frustration at the drawn-out Walmart 
negotiations, responding to talk that the City Council Zon- 
ing Committee may not take a vote Thursday on the Pullman 
Park plan as previously scheduled. 

“M)te it up or down, and then each will have to explain to 
themselves,” he said. 

Daley stuck to his argument that community pressure on 
elected officials to adopt the plan— not negotiations between 
labor leaders and Wal-Mart— will determine the plan’s success. 

“This is whether you, as a commtmity person who maybe 
needs a job or wants a job, do you want a job,” he said.

STORMS SWEEP

A commercial fisherman patrolling the calm waters of Lake 
Calumet netted a 19-pound Asian carp Tuesday, the first phys- 
ical discovery of the feared invasive species in the Chicago 
waterway system north of the electric barriers. 

Wthin minutes of the official announcement Wednes- 
day, lawmakers from Michigan and environmental advocacy 
groups were once more chastising Illinois’ response to the 
Asian carp crisis and threatening a new round of legal action 
aimed at permanently closing Chicago-area shipping locks. 

“This was so tragically predictable,” said U.S. Rep. Candice 
Miller, R-Mich., who is among the architects of the Carp Act, 
a bill in Congress that would close the shipping locks. “For 
years, myself and so many others have raised concerns over 
this issue and were criticized for it or told we were overreact- 
ing. Today, our worst fears have been confirmed.” 

Michigan is among six Great Lakes states that sued Illinois 
in December to force the locks closed.

Tornado sirens were activated as a band of severe storms 
passed through the Chicago area Wednesday evening, 
bringing reports of 80 mph winds, local flooding and widely 
scattered damage. 

Flooding closed some area roads, including two Chicago- 
area expressways, for short periods. The Eisenhower was 
closed for nearly two hours in both directions at Central Av- 
enue because of flooding, IlHnois State Police Trooper Clare 
Pfotenhauer said. Both directions of the Stevenson Express- 
way at Pulaski Road for at least a mile in each direction were 
closed as of 9:20 p.m., the IlHnois State PoHce said. 

Inbound and outbound Metra trains on several Hnes were 
stopped or delayed because to high winds and bad weather. 

A tornado warning was called for all areas where the 
storms hit, starting in the DeKalb area, passing through all 
of the Chicago area and moving into Kankakee and parts of 
Lake and Porter counties in Indiana, according to the Na- 
tional Weather Service and the Chicago Weather Center. 

Funnel clouds were spotted in the leading edge of the 


storms, but there were no confirmed reports of tornado 
touchdowns, the weather service said. 

Many train commuters were inconvenienced by the stop- 
pages and delays. 

At the EHnhurst Metra station, Anthony Guerrieri 
of Elmhurst was stepping off a westbound train at 7:45 
p.m. that had departed Ogilvie Transportation Center at 
5:43 p.m. “We stopped just east of Oak Park on an overpass 
and the conductor said we had to wait because there were 
tornado warnings,” Guerrieri said. “Basically, we sat still for 
about two hours.” 

Guerrieri passed the time by Hstening to a couple of pod- 
casts on his iPhone and playing its “Wheel of Fortune” ap- 
pHcation. “I was in an OK mood until I noticed it was run- 
ning out of power,” he said. 

Delays also were reported Wednesday night on CTA 
trains, including the Pink and Blue lines. 

The storms also ground everything to a halt at O’Hare 
and Midway, during which no flights departed or arrived for 
30 to 60 minutes.

Boy survives fall

Jeremiah’s aunt, Preeterraneika Lewis, 
said everyone in the apartment was asleep; 
a family member noticed the child was 
missing. 

The Illinois Department of Chil- 
dren and Family Services is investigating 
whether there was neglect in connection 
with Jeremiah’s fall, said DCFS spokesman 
Jimmie Whitelow The agency has had no 
prior contact with Jeremiah’s family 

Joanne Stanley, a 30 -year neighborhood 
resident, said divine help was the only ex- 
planation for how the child sxxrvived the 
fall. 

“That’s amazing,” Stanley said. “It’s Hke 
God had an angel over him.”

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BULLS, HAWKS FLEX THEIR HEADLINE-GRABBING MUSCLES 


It’s hard to imagine Chicago teams fitting any more news into one day than they did Wednesday First, the Bulls 
officially introduced former Boston assistant Tom Thibodeau as their head coach and made final preparations for 
Thursday’s NBA draft. Later that afternoon, the first domino fell in the Stanley Cup champion Blackhawks’ endeavor 
to clear salary cap space. And a few hours later, the Hawks’ toothless wonder, Duncan Keith, did something no Hawk 
had done in 14 years. In true RedEye fashion, we break down who made the biggest splash, tribune contributed 


and the Stanley Cup with the Hawks, while 
famously losing seven teeth in the process. 

Keith beat Los Angeles’ Drew Doughty 
and Washington’s Mike Green for the award 
at the NHL Awards ceremony in Las \fegas. 

Keith was second among defenders with 


a career-high 69 points. He is the fourth 
Hawks defenseman to win the award and 
the first since 1996, joining three-time 
winner Pierre Pilote (1963, 1964, 1965), 
two-time winner Chris Chelios (1993, 
1996), and Doug^^Glson (1982). 


New Bull in charge 

Tom Thibodeau waited 18 years to become 
the i8th head coach in Bulls history 

On Wednesday 18 days after verbally ac- 
cepting a three-year, $6.5 million deal, general 
manager Gar Forman introduced Thibodeau 
at a Berto Center news conference. 

No longer an anonymous assistant special- 
izing in defensive strategies, Thibodeau, 50, 
said he’s ready to take this big step after serv- 
ing as the Celtics’ associate head coach during 
two trips to the NBA Finals in three seasons. 
Here’s Thibodeau in his own words: 

On being represented by the same agency 
as LeBron James: “The agency that I’ve cho- 
sen is quite a large agency, and the person 
that I deal with— Terry Prince— handles the 
coaches.

$2 million to charities to date, will play four shows in Chi- 
cago, beginning Friday While most are free, a portion of 
the proceeds from the band’s big Saturday benefit at the 
Vic Theatre goes to the Epilepsy Foundation of Greater 
Chicago, a group Grunberg became very familiar when he 
was in Chicago during his son’s illness.

Grunberg chatted more about which band member gets 
the most attention, what he says to anyone who thinks the 
band is a joke and about the band’s big Chicago weekend. 

So tell me Greg, which one of the band’s members gets 
the most underwear thrown at him while performing? 

{Laughs.} Well, I get boxers thrown at me, which is really 
weird. I’m what’s known as a bear in the gay community 
My wife loves that. 

They might be coming from the sci-fi fanboys, too. 

Yeah, exactly You know who gets the most attention, bar 
none, is Hugh Laurie. Well, the one who gets the most 


underwear thrown at him, and the women just go nuts 
{for him], is Jessie Spencer. People just love Jesse Spencer, 
and Adrian Pasdar and Bob Guiney but Hugh gets the 
most attention by far. 

Have you ever been called a joke? 

First of all, we don’t take ourselves too seriously We’re 
not the Bacon Brothers, we’re not Keanu Reeves; we’re 
not these guys with bands who are trying to make it as 
real musicians.

There are a lot of times people are bopping to the music, 
but they’re also turning to their friend going, “Remember 
when he was on ...

You can never be surprised by what happens in the year 
3000 — or apparently in the present. 

That’s why Katey Sagal wasn’t shocked when she 
learned that the beloved animated sci-fi comedy “Futur- 
ama” would return to Comedy Central with 26 all-new 
episodes. The network will air 12 new half-hours this 
season, kicking off with back-to-back episodes at 9 p.m. 
Thursday 

“They brought ‘Futurama’ back from the dead several 
times,” Sagal, who voices the character Leela, told RedEye 
last fall. “It has the most unbelievably loyal fan base ... and 
that’s why we keep coming back because it’s undeniable. 

“It just has that life about it. There are great stories. 
It’s the future so you’re just kind of limitless in what you 
can do.” 

“Futurama” made people laugh on Fox for five hilari- 
ous seasons before being axed in 2003, outraging those 
rabid fans who grew to love the story of Philip J. Fry, a 
dimwitted pizza delivery boy who, by a quirk of fate, was 
cryogenically frozen in his native Manhattan of 1999 and 
thawed a thousand years later in the reconstituted city of 
New New Y)rk. 

There Fry landed a job with the Planet Express In- 
tergalactic package-delivery company Planet Express 
is owned by Professor Farnsworth (who at 160 years old 
is both a scientific genius and batty) and employs a sar- 
castic robot-reprobate named Bender; Dr. Zoidberg, a 
lobsterlike alien who serves as staff physician; and Sagal’s 
Leela, a sexy kickboxing Cyclops with whom Fry is hope- 
lessly smitten. 

“Futurama” was created by Matt Groening and devel- 
oped with David X. Cohen, an executive producer. A few 
months ago, Cohen was presiding over his cast of voice 
artists in a plushly soundproofed Hollywood studio as 
they recorded the dialogue for a future episode. 

The gathered ensemble, fanned around Cohen at his 
desk in a semicircle and perched in tall chairs, included 
“Married ... With Children” and “Sons of Anarchy” star 
Katey Sagal, who voices Leela, along with John DiMag- 
gio (Bender), Phil LaMarr (Hermes), Lauren Tom (the 
spoiled, spikey-haired intern, Amy) and Maurice La- 
Marche (fielding no fewer than seven supporting roles in 
that day’s script). 

But first among equals was Billy West, whose seem- 
ingly limitless repertoire includes Fry Farnsworth and 
Zoidberg, as well as the preening, cowardly starship cap- 
tain Zapp Brannigan. 


With their scripts on easels in front of them, they be- 
gan at Act I, Scene i of “The Silence of the Clamps,” per- 
forming each scene in sequence interspersed with erup- 
tions of group wisecracking and chortles. 

“It helps to riff with the other actors,” West had said 
beforehand. “We fool around a lot and we make each 
other laugh, and that promotes a good energy in the 
room. That’s what puts me in the mood.” 

It’s part of the charm for a team that voiced 70 -some 
“Futurama” episodes, then four direct-to-DVD movies 
(aired by Comedy Central), then, years later, reunited yet 
again for the reborn series. 

“When you’ve worked with each other for as long as 
we have, it all comes naturally Y)u always know some- 
thing’s coming from the other guy— but something un- 
expected,” DiMaggio said. 


“It’s like when your uncle’s gonna tickle you, but you 
just don’t know where,” LaMarche added. The cast’s big- 
gest challenge: not cracking up in mid-scene. “Early on, 
John learned to use whatever cushion was nearby to put 
over his mouth.”
